It  was  awarded  a  Certificate 
of  Merit  at  the  Westchester  and  Fairfield  Horticultural  Society  Show,  scoring  89  points.  It 
was  in  good  company,  as  this  is  a  show  where  only  an  expert  can  win.  In  color  it  is  principally 
bronze,  shading  darker  toward  the  edges  of  the  large  broad  petals.  It  is  an  excellent  grower 
with  heavy  texture  foliage.  The  stems  are  strong  and  hold  the  finely  formed  flowers  well  up 
above  the  foliage.

I  has 
the  long,  free  branching  habit  of  its  parent  Jersey’s  Beauty,  and  a  plant  pinched  once  or  twice 
can  carry  eight  to  twelve  perfect  flowers,  none  less  than  6  inches.  The  stems  are  more  slender 
than  Jersey’s  Beauty,  yet  always  stiff,  holding  the  flowers  erect  and  at  a  proper  angle  for 
vase  work.
